P ‘The Germans have now swept ‘the al- 
Hes back to the French border and have 
gained the first step. in. their plan for 
an ‘advance into” France via the Meuse 
River. Their line. of supply and rein- 
forcement is seriously hampered ‘by the 
forts at. Liege and Namur, which are 

till held by the Belgians. This ad- 

nee has‘taken them twenty-three days 
since their forces first entered Belgium 


by the line of the allies in a stronger 
position than they have occupied: since 
withdrawing from the Dyle River. While 
this advance, has admittedly taken 
longer than was allowed by the original 
German plan for the movement, it must 
not be forgotten that. it represents a 
very important gain by.-thé Germans. 

By .overrunning Belgium they put the 
terrible strain of the war upon an en- 
emy’s population. The Belgium mobili- 
zation was to.a large extent broken up 
and her military power lessened. _Even 
though the liréeting Generals of the 
allied forces ‘may have planned all 
along to withitaw their line to the 
carefully preparéd defensive line of the} 
French border, this retreat cannot but 
have a depressing effect onthe allies 
and @ corresponding encOuragement for 
the Germans: 

‘The renewal of the German attack on 
the new ‘position of the allies at Mau- 
beuge is very significant: It: shows that 
the Germaiis are energetically follow- 
ing .up. their’ successes at’ Mons arid 
Charleroi. Ordinarily, the forces en- 
gaged in a great battle become so dis- 
Organized that it takes a day or two 
to get them straightened cut for a new 
advance. The carly attack of the Ger- 
mans.6n the Maubeuge line shows that 
they -have kept their forces well in 
hand; and is an additional tndication 
of the strength of the German advance 
via this route. 

The Germans have shown good gen- 
eralship tn sending only a small force 
to watch’the Belgiun Army in Antwerp. 
It seems to have taken the Belgians 
several days. to discover that every 
available German. soldier -had been 
pushed forward against the French- 
English line and that the reserves to 
invest .them in Antwerp had not. yet 
come up. They have at last taken ad- 
vantage of this condition to make a 
sortie, which will require the dispatch 
of enough German troops to push the 
Belgians back inside of their fortified 
lines. The value of the. Antwerp gar- 
rison to the Allied cause, depends en- 
tirely upon an active defense. They 
must make constant sorties to feel out 
the strength of the German force be- 
sieging Antwerp and to force the Ger- 
mans to keep in this vicinity as large 
a part of their military forcés as. p@s- 
sible.

The Russian Border. 

Every day is increasing the strength 
of the Russian,armies at the front, but 
the report from St. Petersburg of a 
first line army of 4,000,000 men must be 
accepted with caution.. A careful study 
madé before the war from évery possi- 
ble source concerning the Russian peace 
strength, system of training, and mili- 
tary’ resources indicated that she could 
place upon her -western - borders an 
armed foree of 2,000,000 men as her first 
effort. Even this force can hardly be 
present in its entirety in the invading 
armies at the present date. There is no 
question but that this force is on the 
way to the front, and that it will be 
there by Sept..1. Also it was estimated 
that Russia could in time put on her 
western borders 4,000,000 men, but that 
this would take sixty days or more from 
the time of the first mobilization. It is 
certain that Russia cannot put, in the 
field. the force of ’8,000,000 men claimed 
in her dispatches. 

The ‘ne of their front in Past Prussia 
indicates that the Russian. armies. ad- 
vancing into this. territory from the east 
andé south have a total strength of more 
than 400,000 men. Germany can readily 
send to this province a force of reserves 
sufficient to stay this first Russian 
advance, but it is doubtful: whether 
Germany will attempt to make this 
stand east of the Konigsberg-Allenstein 
line, for fear of exposing her army to 
the danger of being cut off from Ger- 
many. Later, when the main strength 
of the Russian forces is brought up to 
their Hast Prussian &rmy, Russia should 
have no difficulty in pushing back the 
German army to the line of the Vis- 
tula River. The operations in the east 
have as yet no influence on the French 
situation: 

The operations in Galicia have now 
passed the stage of conflicts between 
raiding parties, and are ‘believed to rep- 
resent the advance of the Southern Rus- 
sian Army. If this-army has the’ esti- 
mated ‘strength-of 280,000 men- it: should 
havé~ columns: advancing. by. way of 
Brody as well as. those whose occupation 
of Parnopol has been. reported. 

Of Austria’s sixteen army corps of her 
active army reports make’ it probable 
that six are on the French border. Not 
more than two are on the Servian: bor- 
der; “probably -only. one. corps. “This 
leaves nine corps of the active, army 
that may be on the Russian. border; 
the developments of the next few days 
in this theatre of operations will help 
to determine this point.

WHITLOCK AVERTED 
BRUSSELS FIGHTING 


Prevailed Upon Burgomaster Not 
to Oppose Germans, He 
Reports to Bryan.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.-—It was part- 
ly. through the efforts of Brand Whit- 
lock, former newspaper reporter and ex- 
Mayor of Toledo, Ohio, in his present 
capacity of American.

Whitlock in his telegram makes. no ref- 
érence to any such action. --He:does say, 
however, that he “ took over the British 
Legation and the protection of a large

The message Scie Minister Whitlock 
was given out in an Official. statement 
issued by the State.

| SKAISER’S OFFER TO BELGIUM. 


‘Text of Commeaibiliinn Between 
the Two Governments. 

PARIS, Aug. 26.—The texts of the 
communication from the German Gov- 
ermment to the Govyérnnmient of Bel- 
gium of Aug. 9, and the answer there- 
to, dated Aug: 12, were obtained in 
Paris today from an authoritative 
source. % 

The German comminication was 
conveyed to the Brussels Cabinet 
through the Netherlands Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and the Belgian Min- 
ister at The Hague. It is signed by 
Baron Falion, the Belgian diplomatic 
representative, is addressed to the 
Cabinet. at Brussels and is as follows: 

“THE HAGUE, Aug. 9—The Min- 
ister of Foreign. Affairs begs me to 
send you this information because the 
American Minister at Brussels (Brand 
Whitlock) refused to transmit it. The 
Liege fortresses have been taken by 
storm after a courageous defense. The 
German Government deeply regrets 
that owing to the attitude of the Bel- 
gian Government toward Germany 
blood has been shed. Germany does 
not ‘come into Belgium as an enemy. 
It is entirely by force of events that 
she has been obliged, owing to the 
military measures taken by France, 
to reach'the Serious decision of enter- 
ing Belgium and ocupying Liege as a 
base for future military. operations. 
+» “ Now that the Belgian Army by its 
heroic resistance against enormously 
superior numbers has maintained its 
honor, the German Government begs 
the King of the Belgians and the Bel- 
gian Government to spare Belgium 
from further horrors of war. 

“The German Government its ready 
to agree to any understanding . with 


Belgium consistent with her differ- 
ences with France. Germany, more- 
over, gives the solemn assurance that 
she has no intention of annexing Bel- 
gian territory; such intention is far 
from her thoughts. Germany is ready 
to. evacuate Belgium as soon as war 
conditions permit. 

“The United States Minister had 
begged his colleagues to communicate 
this offer of mediation. The Minister 
of Foreign Affairs accepted the mis- 
sion without enthusiasm. I took this 
task upon myself in order to be agree- 
able. to him.”
